DISCRIMINATION IN MILK. 


The Alameda County Milk Dealers' Association 


is considering a price-boosting plan which deserves 
serious public attention. At a meeting tonight there 
will be discussed the question as to whether the 
present price of 6 cents a pint and 10 cents a quart 
for milk shall be raised to 7 cents and 11 cents. 
The price in San Francisco has just been increased 
to 6 and 10 cents, which the dealers there deem suf- 
ficient to meet all the increased costs. The main ob- 
ject of tonight's meeting therefore seems to be to 
afflict Oakland residents with a higher price for 
milk than is borne by the consumers of San Fran- 
cisco. 


It is this difference in price against which the 


people of the east bay cities should protest. The 
milk dealers' association has an excuse for the 
proposed difference in price—perhaps several ex- 
cuses—but they have no valid reasons, 'so far as 
the consumine public may discern 
One of thHr 


excuses is that the ''centralization of large dairies 
in San Francisco'-' means less expense in distribu- 
tion. It is pointed out that there are 230 dairies 
in Alameda county, while there are only forty-one 
in San Francisco. 


But this is not comincing argument. The dairies 


are as near the center of consumption in Alameda 
county as they are across the bay. If it costs more 
to deliver milk here, it is the dealers' fault and is 
not due to any unfortunate geographic situation. 
The cost of foodstuff for cattle ought to be less in 
this district than San Francisco county. And as 
a matter of fact, after all the milk dealers' argu- 
ments are exhau&ted, a deal of Alameda county 
milk is ,«ent across the hay to San Frann^o f«r' 
retail at a price which it is proposed shall be lower j 
than that demanded for the milk at home. The 
milk dealers of Alam'eda county a~e taking a short- 
sighted view of business when they plan to make 
the cost of a food staple in'Alameda county greater 
tb»n it is in San Francisc^ 
If milk costs more 


iere than elsewhere it may be expected that other 
food products will be more expensive. Such a condi- 
tion is not a recommendation to homesecker';.

Bagdad Is now a British city, 
and Russian and British armies, work- 
inir in co-operation, are rapidly en- 
compassing the end of the Tukish 
empire.
